This office action is in response to tine Pre-Appeal Conference Request filed 10 
April 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-7, 9-11,1 3-14, 20-26, and 29-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method of forming a polymeric part 
for a medical device, especially including a step of cooling an emitted mass with at least 
two regions of material located within the cooled mass in a single layer along the length 
thereof and varying an amount of crystallization modifier in the polymer composition 
passing through the opening forming the first region and the second region. See 
especially Attorney Remarks, pages 3-4 of the Pre-Appeal Conference Request.
